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DETAILED ACTION 

1) Claims 1, 4-24, and 26-33, as amended 1 1/13/06 in an after-final amendment, and new 
claims 34-66 are presented for examination. This is a supplemental notice of allowability to fix 
claim numbering in the notice of allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2) Claims 1, 4-24 and 26-66 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Referring to claims 1, 22, 34, 46, 53 and 60, neither Jensen (USPGPUB 2001/00321 1 1), 
Zhang (U.S. Pat 6,158,346), Sanders, Jr (U.S. Pat 5,506,607), nor Tischler (U.S. PGPUB 
2003/01 14016), together or in combination with the prior art of record, explicitly teach a 
programmed material consolidation method comprising disposing a retention lip extending 
laterally from a raised element over at least a portion of a periphery of a major surface of a 
substrate, disposing an extension element on an upper surface of a raised element, dispensing 
unconsolidated material without introducing unconsolidated material onto structures that 
protrude from the substrate, creating a circulating air flow beneath the bottom surface of the 
substrate, introducing unconsolidated material including substantially filling the receptacle with 
unconsolidated material, nor removing excess unconsolidated material from the receptacle 
following the programmably consolidating, in combination with the remaining elements or 
features of the claimed invention. 

Referring to all other claims, the claims are dependent on allowable independent claims, 
and are therefore allowable.
